SENATOR ELAINE AND HIS ASCESTEZ.

[From the Pitlsburg Gazette ] 


Mr. Blaine came into public life if not by 


a law of heredity; yet by a strong associa- 
tion ia his immediate: family. 'His great- 
grandfather, Colonel Ephraim Blaine, of 
Carlisle, Cumberland County, Pennsylva- 
nia, 
was Commissary-General of tfce Rev- 


olutionary army from 3778 till the close-oi 
the struggle in 173J. The bjigh esteem in 
which Colonel Blaine was held by Washing- 
ton and his great compatriot leaders in the 
Revolution il attested by numerous letters 
from them, ettlchil and., unofficial, still in 
tbe .possession of Colonel: Blaina's de- 
scendants iu this State. 


Mr. Blaine's grandfather, for w,iom he 


is named, intended originally to enter upon 
a professional and political career, but a 
somewhat prolonged residence in Europe 
after ho had completed his studies, divert- 
ad him, as it has so many young Ameri- 
cans, from following his first and better 
ambition. 
He returned to bis Ipme iu 


1793, 
bringing with him, as special bearer 


of dispatches; a celebrated treaty with a 
foreign government, since becoite historic, 
and afterwards led chiefly the life :f a pri- 
vate gentleman.

, Mr. Blaine's father was born and reared 
in Carlisle, and;after an exteude] tour in 
Europe, South America and the West In- 
dies, returned to spend the greater portion 
oti'nis life1 in the adjoining county of Wash- 
ington, whqre he died before his son was 
fully-grown. 
He-came west about 1818, 


having the largest landed possessions .of 
any man of bis age in western Pennsylva- 
nia, owning an estate which, had it been 
preserved, would have amounted to-day to 
many millions. 
.

' I . 


> As a single item in that'estate. it may in- 
terest the present generation of Pittsburg- 
ers to recall that in ISia Mr. Epbjraim L. 
Blaine (the Senator's father) deeded tjo the 
Economites tlie splendid tract of 'land on 
which their town with alTUs improvements 
and all its wealth now stands. The. price 
was §25,000 for a property whose value lo- 
day, even if unimproved, would be a 
princely fortune. iThere were .also timber 
tracts on tbe Allegnany and coal tracts on 
the Alonongahela, at that day.of no special 
value, which now represent large fortunes 
in the bands of those lucky .enough to hold 
them. Very near the larj»e tracts owned 
by ,his father and grandfather. Senator 
Blaine is now the possessor of one of the 
most valuable coal properties ia the Mo- 
t^on^ahela Valley. In area it is but a f rac- 
tionof that which he might have hoped to 
inherit, but in value it is manifold greater 
than the whole lauded estate of his father 
fifty years ago. 
. 


i It is not a matter of much interest in po- 
litical annalH, but there are some still liv- 
ing who remember that Mr. Elaine's father 
and grandfather were especially and w.de- 
]y noted as gentlemen of great elegance of 
manner and culture. Both had travelled 
in foreign lands in the ; early days when 
travelling abroad was ' rare, both were 
highly educated, and both had a great deal 
of that aristocracy oif bearing and prids of 
family from which the1 Senator is robustly 
and cheerfully free. 


Special pains were taken by Mr. Blaine's 


father to give bis son a thorough intellec- 
tual training. He was under the best tu- 
torage in his earliest years, and at the age 
of eleven was sent to, Lancaster, Ohio, to 
school, where he lived in the family of his 
relative, the Hon. Thomas Ewing, at ihat 
time Secretary 6I1 ths Treasury. General 
Thomas Ewing, at present in Congress,'his 
cousin, and of the same age, was his class- 
mate under the tuition of an Englishman 
named William Lyons, a 'brother of [the 
elder Lord Lyons, and uncle of the late 
British Minister at Washington. 


In November, 1843, Mr. Blaine entered 


the Freshman class of Washington College, 
and graduate^ in September, 1847, at tbe 
age of seventeen years and eight months, 
.n a class of thirty-three members Mr. 
Blaine shared! the first honor with John C. 
_Iervey, now Superintendent of Public In- 
i traction at Wheeling. He was a diligent, 
ambitious student, specially excelled In 
mathematics and Latin,' and was marked 
also for hi* proficiency In Logic and Polit- 
ical Economy] His college guardian Was 
his uncle, the Hon. John H. Ewlng, at chit
